H. Ewing, chairman of the 
United Kingdom Chamber 
of Commerce in Japan, said 
on Thursday that the 55 
percentage tax levy could 
compel British commercial 
concerns to leave Japan.

New Haven, Connecticut, Apr. 13.—A 
nine-point American foreign policy pro- 
gramme,"" to. wrest the offensive from 
Stalin,’ was outlined here today by Mr 
William C. Bullitt, a former United States 
Ambassador in Moscow. 

“There can be no peace on earth,” he declared,

He added: “We are not

Ahmed, showed all-round superiority, left the local champion standing on 
many occasions with his fast passing shots and set 2 pace which [p found difficulty

To frustrate the animnls, the 
feed boxes are then rigged £0 
that when: the switches are 
pressed, no food is forthcoming. 
This docs not produce neurosis, 
but when the cats learn that the 
switches do not work some of 
them try pressing other objects, 
such as saucers and even other 


PSYCHIC TRAUMA 


To produce neurosis, the 
animals are subjected to Spsychic 
trauma,” for instance, when a cat 
nokes its head into the feed box, 
a blast of alr smacks it in the 
face. After about half a dozen 
tim this makes the animal 
ncurotic. 


Monkeys are made neurolic by 
dime-store rubber snakes which 
dre made to wriggle out of the 
fecd boxes and frithten the ani- 
mals when they go to get feod. 


Masserman and his assistants 
suid that) the neurotic animals 
exhibit symptoms similar to 
those found in human beings, in- 
cluding anxiety, rapid heartbeat, 
full pulse, higher blood pressure, 
trembling and even asthma. 
Some develop phobias, such as 
the cats’ fear of mice. 


The animals ‘are then taken 
from the laboratory to receive o 
jong rest in pleasant surround- 
ings to relieve thelr neurosis, 
T » With: renssurences. from 
the experimenter, they are re~ 
turned to the Inboratory and re- 
trained to press the switches and 
get thelr food without fear,
